In the Official Action dated November 17, 1999, the Examiner required restriction under 
35 U.S.C. §121 between claims 27, 28, 31-50 and 52 drawn to methods of genetic modification 
in animals, claim 29, drawn to genetic modification in plants, claim 30 drawn to genetic 
modification in microorganisms, and claim 5 1 drawn to a method of gene therapy. 

Applicants hereby elect the method for genetic modification in animals defined by claims 
27, 28, 31-50 and 52, for prosecution on the merits. This election is made with traverse on the 
basis that it would not be imduly burdensome for the Examiner to examine all of the indicated 
inventions which employ prokaryotic beta recombinase and its specific target sequences in this 
application. 

It is believed that this represents a complete response to the Official Action, and 
examination on the merits is requested. 
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
